Children Caught 
In Gang Battle 


Laughing Group Playing In 
Street When Gunmen 
Began Murderous 
Fire 


ONE SUSPECT IS

Two small children writhed 
in pain today, victims of a

were wounded by bullets. 
Neither 
is in a serious condition.

Cosmo 
Costanano, 32, a Brooklyn baker, 
was killed while standing on the 
street near his home by a fusillade 
from an automobile.

The children were playing a game 
of “numbers,” requiring the winner, 
who was to be rewarded with an 
ice cream cone, to note correctly 10 
automobile license numbers as the 
cars passed. 
But none of the youngsters ap­ 
parently noted the license num ber 
of a car which slowed down near 
them, and from which guns barked 
at three men crouching behind a 
stoop. 
The men on the sidewalk returned 
the fire. 
Pandemonium broke out as the 
frightened boys and girls scattered, 
parents hysterically rushed out to 
save their children and radio-noti­ 
fied police arrived on the scene in 
their cars. 
They were too late, however, to 
find a trace of the gang battlers.

Farm land values have declined

It is small wonder th.it farm tax 
delinquency has steadily increased 
In some localities where the soil is 
unsuited to efficient crop production 
more than half the total taxes are 
delinquent. 
The present disparity of about 50 
per cent in farm purchasing power 
is accounted for in part by the fact 


that in periods of declining prices 
the decline in the prices of agricul­ 
tural and other so-called producers’ 
goods is more violent th an the de­ 
cline in the price 
of 
consumers' 
goods But it is equally important to 
note that on a rising price level the 
reverse has always been true. There 
is a reasonable possibility, therefore, 
that a rise in the general price level 
will be accompanied by a substan­ 
tially higher rate of increase in the 
price of farm commodities. 
In past depressions this factor has 
served to accelerate recovery.

Across Arctic 


Plans Call For Route Over 
Canadian Timber 
Region

DETROIT, Aug. 19.—Announce­ 
ment that all concessions and oper­ 
ating agreements of the Transam er- 
ican Airline have been transferred 
to Pan American Airways has con­ 
centrated renewed attention on the

establish an aerial passenger route 
from Detroit to Copenhagen, Den­ 
mark.

Transam erican officials felt pres­ 
ent day equipment could be adap­ 
ted to meet the needs of 
such 
a 
trans-oceanic passenger air line. 
They originally planned the route 
in secret and early last year inaug­ 
urated an aerial survey quietly so 
as to avoid confusing their plans 
with a series of spectacular ocean 
flights. 
It was while making explorations 
in this connection that Parker 
D. 
Cramer, American flier, and Oliver 
L. Paquette, Canadian government 
radio operator, lost their lives. After 
awakening the world to their path- 
finding flight by flying over hither­ 
to uncrossed Greenland ice-caps to 
prove the route practical, they were 
lost in a sudden North Sea hurri­ 
cane within 230 miles of their goal, 
Copenhagen 
A second survey was completed 
in 1931 during which further op­

Transamerican Airlines then entered 
negotiations with foreign

Young Generals 
Review Battle

19—The World 
war is being fought again. 
This time it Is not being fought 
with death-dealing weapons or even 
with armies. 
It is being fought in 
the quiet peace of the W ar office 
here. 
Some of the 
brilliant younger 
English generals of the war, con­ 
stituting 
a 
“ domestic 
committee” 
are reviewing again and again the 
great battles of the war. 
Their ac­ 
tivities are prompted by a determin­ 
ation that the same mistakes will 
not be made again. They are de­ 
termined to remember the lessons 
of 1914. 
Each battle Is carefully studied. 
Mistakes made by either side are 
examined, and the remedies sug­ 
gested. 
It it likely that these les­ 
sons w ill be embodied in the Eng­ 
lish army manuals.

MOSCOW. Aug. 19—The shrewd 
olio, bearded Russian peasant is 
ihe hero of the day here this sum­ 
mer. 
On every hand, 
he 
is idolized, 
praised, patted on the back, made 
much of. 
For it is hoped to per­ 
suade him in this way to raise 
mere lood and help overcome the 
widespread and chronic shortage of 
things to eat. 
Since the recent publication of 
the pew series of decrees abolish­ 
ing 
fixed 
prices 
for 
agricultural 
products and allowing the peasantry 
to sell their wares on the open mar­ 
ket, all sorts of devices have been 
inaugurated to attract the wily and 
suspicious peasant to 
the 
towns. 
This series of decrees represents an 
almost fundamental change in so­ 
viet economic policy and constitutes 
a sharp turning back (as far as 
agriculture is concerned) to the days 
of N EP. 
N EP or the New’ Economic Policy 
came in 1921 after the so-called war 
communism had got itself all «tan­ 
gled up. 
It lasted until the begin­ 
ning of the Five Year Plan in 1928. 
Under N EP, life was comparatively 
easy here; 
since then conditions 
have become steadily worse. 
Tills new retreat has been styled 
by some “ Neo-NEP”. 
It allows the 
old law of supply and demand free 
play as far as food is concerned. 
But the peasant, is still suspicious. 
He has learned with the years that 
he almost always gets the short end 
of the stick and he is wary of the 
open 
arms that 
are 
now 
being 
stretched out to greet him when he 
ventures into market. 
Big plans have been published 
showing how the markets are to be 
reorganized, new stalls opened, com­ 
modities 
and 
agricultural 
imple­ 
ments put on sale and all or most 
of the taxes on trading abolished. 
In practice, little if anything has 
been done. 
The result is that the 
food shortage remains about where 
it was. 
* This is partly because the peas­ 
antry has verv little surplus to dis­ 
pose of and partly because he is not 
satisfied with what he .gets for his 
wares. 
He wants to exchange his eggs, 
meat, fowl, grain and vegetables for 
sugar, tea, textiles, simple farm im ­ 
plements, 
household 
utensils 
and 
perhaps some clothing. 
But these 
are all deficit goods—goods which do 
not exist in anything like sufficient 
quantities. 
OfficiaUy, stalls for the 
sale of these delectables have been 
opened; actually a couple are open 
and are already out of stock. 
The peasant gets lots and lots of 
rubles for his produce, but the way 
prices keep sky-rocketing here, there 
is not much point in putting money 
away in a sock. 
To overcome this situation a new 
decree has been promulgated order­ 
ing all factories to conserve scraps 
and offering bonuses to workers who 
think of ways of utilizing this scrap 
to tempt the peasants. But, as one 
pessimist said the other day, you 
can’t make sugar and tea out of 
scrap.

Educators Survey 
New Castle Schools 


Elementary Grades Better Sup­ 
plied With Teachers Than 
High Schools 


WASHINGTON. D. C., Aug. 19.— 
New Castle schools seem to be bet­ 
ter supplied with teachers than the 
average city insofar as elementary 
and junior high hschools are con­ 
cerned but not quite so well as far 
as high schools are involved. These 
conclusions seem to result from an 
analysis of a survey just completed 
by the United States Office of Edu­ 
cation. 
The Office of Education used the 
school term of 1929-30 as a basis 
of its study. It compared the num­ 
ber of teachers with the number of 
pupils in cities of 10,000 and more 
and found that in the average city 
there were 37 elementary school pu­ 
pils for each 
elementary 
school 
teacher, 28 junior high pupils for 
each junior high teacher, 27 high 
school pupils for each high school 
teacher. 
In New Castle, on the other hand, 
there were only 35 elementary school 
pupils per elementary teacher and 
25 junior high students per junior 
high teacher. 
These New Castle 
averages were below the national 
average. 
The New Castle average 
of 28 high school students for each 
high school teacher, however, was 
slightly higher than the national 
average of 27.

Returns from these 
lambs will depend very largely on 
two things: quality and finish. The 
kind and quality of these lambs a l­ 
ready have been determined by the 
type of ewes and rams used in pro­ 
ducing them, but the* finish can be 
and is controlled by the producer 
himself. 
In the term inal markets, such as 
Pittsburgh, there is approximately 
$1 50 to $2.50 per hundred pounds 
less return on half-fat lambs then 
on those of good finish. 
The wise 
lam er is culling his 
lambs carefully and is sending to 
m arket only those animals which 
carry sufficient finish. 
With the 
present price of grain feed he finds 
it bad business to attem pt to market 
th in lambs.

O p era tio n 
Now is the time to bud fruit trees. 
Sweet and sour cherries, peaches, 
plums, 
apples, 
and 
many 
other 
fruits may be budded successfully. 
Many growers have become inter­ 
ested in budding as a means of get­ 
ting superior varieties of serrt cher­ 
ries on the Mazzard (native wild 
sweet seedling) stock. 
This stock 
for sw'eet cherries has been found 
superior to the Mahaleb, which is 
so generally used by nurserymen. 
Some nurseries now* offer sweet va­ 
rieties on either Mazzard or M aha­ 
leb, although the former generally 
is slightly higher in price. 
The bark usually sets rath er on 
Mazzard seedlings, so they should 
be budded as soon as possible. W ith 
peaches, however, the W'ork may oft- 


The stock is prepared by stripping 
off the leaves for several inches 
above the ground. 
On the north 
side a horizintal cut is m ade across 
the trunk, followed by a vertical cut 
one and one-half inches long which 
comes up to m eet the first cut, form ­ 
ing a T. The knife blade Is twisted 
in tills incision, causing the edge 
of the bark to open. A bud is now 
cut from the bud-stick already pre­ 
pared. 
The cut sta rts about one- 
half inch below’ the bud and con­ 
tinues to an equal distance above it. 
The th in piece of wood included in 
the piece removed m ay be left in 
or taken out a t the option of the 
operator. 
W ith the com ers of th e T -cu t 
raised, the bud is slipped down into 
position until the top edge of the 
bark is below' the top of the T. The 
bark of the stock is then pressed 
down firmly over the bud-piece and 
tied w ith m oist raffia, cotton string 
or a strip of rubber, such as a ru b ­ 
ber band. The tying m aterial n r :t 
be draw'n down firmly to prevent 
drying out and death of the bud. 
Ten day or two u'eeks later the 
raffia string m ust be cut to prevent 
its girdling the stock, but if rubber 
is used it will rot and cutting is u n ­ 
necessary. 
W ax, such as is used in 
grafting, is not needed. Next spring 
the top should be cut off slightly 
above the bud before growth starts. 
This sam e operation m ay be used to 
top-w'ork the individual branches qf 
trees several years old.
